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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 46-67 and 84-85 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected Group, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in Paper 
No. 7. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 7, 81, 83, and 86 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Johnson (US 4,469,980). 

Regarding claim 1, Johnson ('980) teaches in column 4, lines 5-26 a pelletized fill 
for a halogen lamp comprising rhenium halide. 

Regarding claims 2 and 3, Johnson ('980) teaches that the halogen can be 
bromide (see for example copper bromide). 
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Regarding claim 7, Johnson ('980) teaches that the mixture can be essentially 
rhenium and bromine. 

Regarding claim 81 , Johnson ('980) teaches in figure 1 that the pellet (30) is 
mechanically secured within the light-emitting chamber of the lamp. 

Regarding claim 83, Johnson ('980) teaches in figure 1 that the pellet (30) is 
mechanically secured within a glass tube integral with the chamber wall. 

Regarding claim 86, Johnson ('980) teaches a pelletized fill material for a 
halogen lamp responsive to temperature for releasing bromine and rhenium overtime. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 9-45 and 68-80 are allowed. 

Claims 4-6, 8, and 82 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 9, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest 
a pellet fill for a lamp comprised of a metal and rhenium tribromide. 

Regarding independent claims 30 and 76, the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggest a pellet fill for a lamp comprised of a metal and a halide or rhenium. 

Regarding independent claims 38, 43, 68 the prior art of record neither shows 
nor suggest a pellet fill for a lamp comprised of rhenium tribromide.
